Burns Was With Him Day and Night 


SAN-FRANCISCO, June 12.—The issue is now1'fairly drawing in the, Schmitz case. Until Rud 
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testified for the prosecution Heney had failed to make out a case. The one he had made out rests 
entirely on the testimony of the fallen boss, Ruef has testified that he gave Schmitz half the $5000 fe« 
[he received from t% French restaurants in 4905 and half the $3000 paid him in <1&Q6*.^ Sehmitz h'ad,.- 
emphatically denied^ receiving any of the money from Ruef, however. Ruef said he offered the money, 
which tie*steadily 'alluded to as'a "fee" voluntarily to the mayor, several weeks after it had been 
paid him.

On. objection from the prosecution, Ruef was not permitted to testify that there was no pre- 


vious understanding between him and the mayor that the money was to be divided. Ruef was com- 
pelled tp admit that he had already pleaded guilty to extorting money from the French restaurants 
and is resting undfer 110 or more indictments for other felonies, and that he had only agreed to testify 
against Schmitz after Burns, Heney and Langdon had promised to do all they could to secure leniency 
for him in all the cases. 


"Heney assured me that if I would tell the truth freely and fully, make full disclosures about all 


these matters, they would do all they could to secure leniency," is the way Ruef put it. 


"Are you not giving your testimony in this case in the belief and hope of complete immunity 


from all charges against you?" 


That was Campbell's last question. It was never answered, for Heney was quick to object to it 


and Judge Dunne was quick to sustain the objection.

Issue is Forced by the Defense. 


All the morning the defence forced the issue in regard to introducing testimony. Heney was 


as strenuous in narrowing the scope of cross-examination by the defense as he was in demanding lati« 
tude for the prosecution. Judge Dunne as steadily sustained his objections as he had in the past over- 
ruled the objections of Campbell. He was so swift that Campbell frequently found himself bowled out 
before he had a chance to state what he intended to show or what his questions related to. 


Every man who has followed the case with any degree of attention went to bed last night 


convinced of two things, namely: that Judge Dunne would overrule Campbell's objection to Ruefs 
rebutting testimony, improperly brought in the cross-examination of Schmitz; that 
Ruef 
would 


testify that he gave half the money he received from the French restaurants to Schmitz. 


Ruef's statement on thp stand convinced every hearer in the court room that he would testify 


in all the other cases exactly as the prosecution desires. He declared that he had lied in all other 
statements regarding this matter, but insisted that he was telling the truth now. Still he was forced 
to admit that he had altered his plea from not guilty to guilty despite the protests of his counsel only; 
after Burns, Heney land Langdon had promised to do all they could to secure leniency for all offenses.

Calls Out Protest From Town

12. — In 


these dai*, when the conspiracy hal- 
lucination is in the air, and the con- 
viction that one 1» the victim of a plot 
Is as Infectious aa the measles or the 
whooping cough, the trustees of San 
Leandro have discovered that the 
whole animal and vegetable life of 
four counties Is threatened by poison 
to be administered by the ton. 


The feurs of San Leandro are duly 
set forth in resolutions, preamble and 
conclusion1! to the effect that a smelt- 
er, which is to be constructed at Ba- 
den, In Sun Mateo county, is aimed at 
the destruction of the verdure of San 
Leandro. 
"Tons of arsenic, sulphuric 
acid 


and other 
corrosive 
poisons," the 


resolutions say, "will 
be deposite-l 
over thousands of acres of the rich- 
est and most productive lands, which 
would result in incalculable damage 
by the whole or partial destruction of 
all forms of vegetable'and animal life, 


Including oysters and other fish, be- 
sides fruit orchards and vegetables." 
This picture of the wholesale pois- 


oning of the innocent oysters, togeth- 
er with the fruit orchards and harm- 
less vegetables of San Leandro, la a 
harrowing tale. 
The trustees think 


that something ought to be done to 
avert the danger, and, with this end 
in view, have don* the oysters e. 
service by warning them of their im- 
minent destruction. 
When the bi- 


valves see the tons of corrosive poison 
falling from the skies, they will know 
that it is time to close their shells, 
for the plotters of Baden are after 
them. 
How the fruit orchards and vege- 
tables of Marln county are to defend 
themselves, when they see the heavy 
weight of poison charging across the 
bay, Is not set forth tn the resolutions 
of the trustees of San Leandro; but 
something ought to be done about it 
in good season. If the vegetables can- 
not protect themselves, perhaps the 
smelter might be indicted. 


TUG BROUGHT DEATH TO 


MINNESOTA^ 
MIDSHIPMEN 


Occupants of Ill-Bated Launch Were Sent 


to Eternity Like Rats Im- 


prisoned /{i a Trap. 


NORFOLK. Va . June 12 —It was rr- 


ported today that the disaster in Hamp- 
ton Roads Monday night, which resulted 
in the s.nking of a launch from 
the 


battleship Minnesota and the drowning 
of eleven men, including .six midship- 
men who were returning from th« army 
and; navy ball at the Jamestown expo- 
sition that night, and live seamen who 
made i.p the crew of the launch, result<d 
from the Minnesota's launch being run 
down by \ tug and conl barge which the 
tug was towing. 


The Identity of the tug and barge are 


«s yet u -vknown. It was said that the 
tug stopped after the accident, but find- 
ing no trace of the object struck, or 
any sign of life in the water, resumed 
lt» cour*«- with the coal barge In tow. 
The presumption is that the launch sank 
imm«liatvly 
in

stormy night, the eleven occupants ba- 
In* caught in their canvas covered craft 
with no possible way of escape and car- 
ried to the bottom, drowning like ruts

Limit of Wheat Export Reached. 


According to latest estimates of the wheat crop, issued by the 


Department of Agriculture, the United States has about reached 
that point in its history when it will cease to be an exporter of 
wheat. 
It 5s represented that the country will have little if any 


surplus of this cereaJ to export abroad this year. Its wheat fields 
formerly fed the hungry hordes of many of the European nations. 
Hereafter the latter must look elsewhere for their supply of the staff 


of life. 
^ 


The change has been produced partly by the devotion of large 


areas formerly planted in wheat to other crops of greater value. 
That is the case in California. The raising of wheat m this State 
is losing ground and the exports each year are steadily diminish- 
ing. Many of the big wheat farms of other years have been sub- 
divided and the land devoted to other 
purposes which bring 


better returns to the tiller of the soil. 


But the chief cause of the decline of the wheat export of the 


United States is the growth of population which is outstripping 
the capacity of the area given up to the cultivation of wheat. 
It 


is, indeed, predicted by some expert economists that the time is 
not far distant, if population continues to increase as rapidly as 
it is now doing, when the United States will have to become an 
importer instead of an exporter of wheat. Much depends upon the 
drift of this increasing population in future. 
For many years past 


it has been toward the big cities. To the youth of the country 
rural life has no attractions, while those of the great cities are ex- 
tremely seductive 
The cities are becoming more and more con- 


gested on that account, while a corresponding growth in the rural 
population is lacking. A strong public sentiment is being aroused, 
however, to encourage a return to the soil to adjust the unequal 
conditions which the hunger for city life has produced, and the 
consequences of which, if maintained for one or two more decades, 
may lead to exceedingly undesirable results.

WEST OAKLAND, June 12 —E. H. 


Harriman is rushing work en the Cal- 
ifornia Northeastern Railway, which, 
When completed, will form part of an- 
other line between this citv and Port- 
land.

Smith, who is considered to be a des- 
perate mart,. Moffitt called the trusty 
to one side. 


"What does 
Smith want?" 
asked 


Moffitt of the trusty after he had left 
the prisoner. 


ASKED FOR PEPPER, 


"What do you suppose he wants?" 


replied the trusty. 
"He wants me to 


buy him five cents' worth of pepper 
and would like to have the prisoners 
scrape up all the pepper we possibly 
can, 


"He did not tell me what he want- 


ed it for, but you can easily see what 
lis-.game was about." 


Moffitt gave orders to detain SmiOl 


m,his cell this morning instead of al- 
lowing him to roam lopse. with the 
other prisoners. 


Had Smith's plan been carried into 


effect, he would have 
concealed the 


pepper in his. clothe* until tomorrow, 
when the deputy sheriff 
would start 


with him for Folsom. 
Although 
the 


prisoners are always • hand-cuffed, it 
would be an easy matter to use his 
manacled hands to take the pepper out 
of his pocket or lining of his coat and 
throw it in the eyes of the, accompany- 
ing officer. 
Then he could beat him

'highly cultivated area is in the neighborhood of San Leandro and 
lies directly in what will be, once smelting is started, the path of 
the smdter's fumes during the greater part of the year.

As the crow flies and along the course traveled by the smelter 


(fumes before the trade winds, the distance between the Baden 
smelter site and San Leandro is less than ten miles. In the suit 
brought against the Iron Mountain Copper Company, in Shasta

'THE LINE OF MARCH FOR JUNE" 


Limit of Wheat Export Reached. 


According to latest estimates of the wheat crop, issued by the 


Department of Agriculture, the United States has about reached 
hat point in its history when" it will cease to be an exporter of 
wheat. 
It is represented that the country will have little if any 


surplus of this cereal to export abroad this* year. Its wheat fields 
'ormerly fed the hungry hordes of many of the European nations. 
Hereafter the latter must look elsewhere for their supply of the staff 
of life. 


The change has been produced partly by- the devotion of large 


areas formerly planted in wheat to other crops of greater value. 
That is the case in California. The raising of wheat in this State 
s losing ground and the exports each year are steadily diminish- 
ing. Many of the big wheat farms of other years have been sub- 
divided and the land devoted to other 
purposes 
which 
bring 


better returns to the tiller of the soil. 


But the chief cause of the decline of the wheat export of the 


Jnited States is the growth of population which is outstripping 
he capacity of the area given tip to the cultivation of wheat. 
It 


s, indeed, predicted by some texpert economists that the time is 
not far distant, if population continues to increase as rapidly as 
t is now doing, when the United States will have to become an 
mporter instead of an exporter of wheat. Much depends upon the 
[rift of this increasing population in future. 
For many years past 


t has been toward the big cities. To the youth of the country 
ural life has no attractions, while those of the great cities are ex- 
remely seductive. The cities are becoming more and more con- 
gested on that account, fyhile a corresponding growth in the rural 


opulatton is lacking. A strong public sentiment is being aroused, 
lowever, to encourage a return to the soil to adjust the unequal 
onditions which the hunger 'for city life has produced, and the 
onsequences of which, if maintained for one or two more decades, 
nay lead to exceedingly undesirable results.

California Northeastern Railway 


Construction Now Being 


Pushed Rapidly. 


WEST OAKLAND, June 12.—B. H. 


Harriman Is rushing work on the Cal- 
ifornia Northeastern 
Railway, which, 


when completed, will form part of an- 
other line between this city and Port- 
land. It Is to be ninety miles in length 
and wilt extend from Weed, a station 
on the Mount Shasta route in Sisklyou 
Cftunty, to Klamath 
Falls, 
Oregon. 


Twenty-five miles are In operation and 
twenty more miles are about finished. 
Its route is in a northeasterly direction 
and It passes through a fine timber 
country on the north slopes of Mount 
Shasta. 


At Klamath Falls it is to connect 


with the Oregon Eastern Railway, a 
line that Is to be 200 miles long. This 
new road is to start from Natron, a 
station on the Mount Shasta line In 
Oregon, 
and 
run 
southeasterly 
to 


Klamath Falls. These 200 miles of hew 
track will make a line between this 
city and Portland of much Icfwer grade 
and less curvature than 
the present
